It will 
be remembered that last year two 
teams representing each of the rival 
in^ittdioas confronted one another, 
one debate taking place in Wash- 
ington while at the same time the 
question was being debated by the 
two alleges at Washington and 
Lee.

Athletic Association 


A s was announced in The 
Hatchet of December 6 there 
was held in the College Chapel on 
the 18th a meeting of the .\thletic 
Association for the purpose of con- 
sidering the constitution proposed 
by the Executive Committee in con- 
formity with the resolution passed 
at the last meeting. The crowd 
which came out for the meeting was 
disappointingly small, and it was 
decided that only those portions of 
the proposed constitution which met 
with the unanimous approval of all 
those present should be declared 
passed. Acting on that basis all ex- 
cept Articles VIII and IX were ac- 
cepted and are now in force. The 
only change made from the consti- 
tution as previously published in 
The Hatchet was the substitution 
of the word opening for the word 
closing in the third section of Arti- 
cle VI. All amendments should be 
submitted at once as they will have 
to be published in two consecutive 
numbers of The Hatchet before 
being acted on. All to be acted on 
at the coming meeting must be in 
the hands of the Executive Com- 
mittee in time to be published in the
